Let us consider for a 
moment the forces that are responsible for 
the existence of so great a humanitarian 





and healer as Dr. Schultz. In Germany, for 
over half a century, The Nature Cure has 
enjoyed the greatest vogue. Everywhere in 


that country men and women are being 
physically regenerated by scientific treat- 
ments in Nature Cure establishments, with 
natural forces, instead of pills and potions, 
by water applied externally and internally, 
by air and sun baths, by breathing exer- 
cises, curative gymnastics, spinal mani- 
pulations, electricity, massage, mental sug- 
gestion, dietetics, ete. Physicians of the 
regular school are sending their patients, 
those that they cannot cure, to these sana- 
taria and they do not disdain, as is often 
done in the United States, to avail them- 
selves of any curative method even if intro- 
duced by a “layman.”

But the 
representatives of official medicine, the 
State allopaths in particular, were not in- 
clined to allow a Naturopath to invade 
their territory with new and_= strange 
theories and practices that cured patients. 
where their own nostrums had failed, and 


they immediately declared war on Dr. 
Schultz and such other Naturopaths 


throughout the State as had followed his 
example in establishing sanitariums for 
drugless healing. For over six years, he 
fought the allopaths almost single-handed 
at a cost of thousands of dollars. The 
Medical Trust had the finest attorneys at 
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its command, and had the authority and 
aid of the American Medical Association 
behind it. In order to better help him- 
self and other similar practitioners against 
medical oppression, Dr. Schultz ‘studied 
law at night for three years and gained 
the degree of Bachelor of Law, and is at 
present acting ‘as Counsel in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. But he says 
he is first of all a physician and only prac- 
tices law when compelled to do so by the 
oppression of his fellow physicians. The 
crowning triumph of Dr. Schultz’s life as 
naturopath and lawyer, was the passage of 
a bill at the instigation of himself and his 
associates that legalized the standing of 
Naturopathy in 1907, in the State of Cali- 


fornia, one of the triumphs of modern 
civilization. Nearly every Naturopath in 
California and many in Oregon and _ the 


State of Washington, are graduates of his 
institution. In 1901, he organized the As- 
sociation of Naturopathic Physicians of 
California. He was for six years secretary, 
in which time he did all the legislative 
work, often working until late at night, 
after a hard day's work in his practice, 
treating as many as sixty patients in a day 
He then became president, occupying this 
office for eight years, when he was again 
elected secretary, after he had positively 
declined to be a candidate for president. 
He is a hard and conscientious worker in 
everything he sets out to do. When asked 
once by a younger member of his staff how 
he could stand such hard work and long 
hours, his answer was, “Young man, make 
your work a pleasure.” He celebrated his 
sixty-sixth birthday last December, and 
looks like a man of forty-five, and still does 
the work of a young man. Honors have 
fallen thick upon Dr. Schultz. He is an 
Honorary President and life member of the 
National Association of Naturopaths of 
America; a member of the Association of 
Physicians and Surgeons of America; is a 
member of the Los Angeles Bar, a member 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
anda member of the National Geographical 
Society (U. S. A.). He has served for 
three years on the Board of Examiners of 
the Naturopathic Physicians of California.

Dr.J: Just received a copy of a bio on Carl Schultz from the 'Year Book of the 
International Society of Naturopathic Physicians...' (1945) that states that the 
CA medical board usurped control of the 'new naturopathic board and refused to 
issue any more licenses six months after passage of the bill.' in reference to 
the 1909 endorsement amendment to the MPA. I wonder how true that is? 

I find it interesting that Scultz was behind both a naturopathic anda 
chiropractic bill in 1907 - I wonder the time frame - the nat bill introduced 
1/18 and the chiro bill on 2/21, did the nat bill 'die' in Com PHQ before 2/21? 
It's really becoming more obvious that the chiropractic licensure process was 
usurped by the NDs - whether you consider that a broad scope is 'chiropractic' 
or not —- the 'driving force’ was the naturopaths and others, not the DCs - 
Schultz, Storey, Cale et.al., all were NDs (plus a random pack of other degrees) 
and practiced broad scope, in spite of what Cale may have claimed in the 1920-21 
LACC announcement (I don't believe for a minute he practiced 'straight' 
chiropractic). I wonder why the BCE refuses to acknowledge this.

Dr. B. — RE: CA MPA including ND's - When this happened the ND's told the 
MD's that they were herbalist only. When licenses were issued, so I'm told, 
they then began to practice birthings, minor surgery and other things not 
granted under their origianl amendment into the MPA. This is when the BME 
stopped issuing any more licenses, then in the next Leg. Session, the ND's 
were amended out of the MPA, with an opportunity to be licensed as DP's if 
they wanted to use herbs and manipulation.

Dear Mr. Kirchfeld: Thank you so much for the two items you sent regarding Carl 
Schultz. They are very helpful. In one of the articles it mentions that Dr. 
Schultz centered his studies on the "methods of Bilz and Kniepp." Can you tell 
me briefly, what those methods might have been? I have heard the term 'water 
cure’ in conjunction with Kniepp, but I'm not sure what that means. 

You mentioned you wrote a book, one that has come very highly recommended by an 
acquaintance of yours, Joseph Keating, Ph.D. Is it still available? 

Are "The Naturopath" and the "Naturopath and Herald of Health" the same journal? 
When did it begin publication, and do you have the early issues? Are they 
available on microfilm, perhaps via interlibrary loan? 

I am currently trying to locate early volumes, 1905 - 1909, to see if the 
legislative attempts to license naturopaths in California were mentioned. On 
January 18, 1905, AB 528 was the first bill introduced in the State; followed by 
AB 367 on January 18, 1907 (which was followed by a chiropractic licensing bill 
championed by Schultz the following month); then AB 254 on January 12, 1909. In 
1909, Schultz's was able to secure a modification to the Medical Practice Act, 
in March 1909, whereby the medical board would 'endorse' the membership 
certificate in Schultz's Association of Naturopaths of California. However, by 
October 1909, the medical board 'usurped' control of the naturopaths and refused 
to endorse any more certificates, on the grounds that the Association was lax in 
its' membership and educational requirements. 

I realize that I am asking a lot of you and would like to extend to you the 
possibility of co-authoring this article with me. With the resources you have at 
your disposal, you may be able to contribute plenty that would otherwise not be 
included. The article is a biography of Carl Schultz.

nice to hear from you again and to know that you are still pursuing 
the biography of Carl Schultz. He could not have studied with Vincent 
Priessnitz since the "father of hydropathy" lived from 1799-1852. I 
know only a Johann Schroth (1798-1856), a contemporary of Priessnitz 
and his rival with his moist heat, thirst and fasting cure (the first 
two biographical chapters of my "Nature Doctors" are devoted to 
Priessnitz and Schroth). It is possible that he studied their methods, 
as did his contemporary Benedict Lust who visited the Priessnitz and 
Schroth saintariums which were run by successors, but he definitely 
didn't study with them. He might have visited Father Sebastian Kneipp 
in Woerishofen, as Lust and Lindlahr did (see my chapters on them), 
and listened like thousands of patients to his lectures on health but 
I doubt that he studied personally with him since Kneipp took only MDs 
as his close students. I admit that I never came across a Professor N 
von Ziemsen from Sweden, only a Hugo Wilhelm von Ziemssen (1829-1902), 
Professor at Erlangen and Munich and editor of the of the 17-volume 
"Handbuch der speziellen Pathologie und Therapie" He was not a friend 
of naturopathy.

The first chiropractic school (Oakland Chiropractic College?) in California 
was started in June, 1904, at 1314 Telegraph Avenue, Oakland, and on January 
24th, 1905, it was incorporated by Dr. H.D. Reynard, Maude L. Reynard, Dr. W.F. 
Booth, Dr. E.L. Lichty and Dr. Ruby A. Lichty. Later this school was broadened to 
include naturopathy in its curriculum, and at this time it enlisted Dr. Carl Schultz and 
his wife of Los Angeles. The seven people mentioned formed a naturopathic board 
(1904) with Dr. Schultz as president. They then besought the legislature of 1907 to 
pass a bill legalizing the naturopathic board with the power to issue licenses to 
naturopathic doctors. This bill was lost. 


OAKLAND/PACIFIC COLLEGE OF CHIROPRACTIC: ‘Early on the Pacific School 
had included naturopathic topics in its curriculum, and Reynard enlisted the 
academic assistance of Carl Schultz, MD, ND, DO, DC, LLB.’ (Keating, Roots, 
p.33) 


1904 (June): Naturopath [1904 (June); 5(6): 203] publishes Carl Schultz MD, ND's 
letter to the "City Committee of Los Angeles, Cal.: 

At the last meeting, May 18th, 1904, | was instructed to write you, asking 
that a Board of Examiners, appointed by our Association, be recognized by your 
body; and that all persons who practice Massage, Hydropathy, Electric-Massage, 
etc., etc. must come before our Board of Examienrs, to prove their moral character, 
ability and knowledge of such profession. We have organized for the good of the 
City and the Public in general. We shall ask for letters of incorporation, and we also 
shall go before the Legislature at the next session and ask to be legalized. The 
W.C.T.U. and a great many other people support us. We hope that you Honorable 
Body will pass an ordinance requiring such persons practicing, or pretending to 
practice any of the aforesaid professions to pass an examination before our board 
of examiners. Our organization is composed of Physicians of all schools, scientific 
Masseurs and graduates of Electric Therapeutic colleges. (Signed) Dr Carl Schultz, 
Sec'y., Nat. Phys. D.O., M.E.

It looks to us as tho the Naturopaths had borrowed a term from the Medical 
School which they have no right to use, a term that does not cover the above 
remedies, except that of herbs. To use those suitable as an article of diet, would be 
all right, but under the head of Materia Medica, would be to use drugs as a 
medicine.

When | returned from Davenport in 1906, an osteopath told me of the chiropractic 
bill before the legislature then in session. Strange to say, | could not ascertain 
anything about the bill from a certain chiropractor, although he belonged to the 
privileged clique who expected to get a license “on the side” as | later found out. 
It was amusing to see that ring burst after all. They were playing a sure game as 
they thought and no Palmer was going to get into this exclusive mutual 


admiration club. The leader, whom they all trusted, proved to be a false alarm 
and was only the tool of another leader who was keeper of the sack to which all 
“privileged ones” had to contribute. The MD’s had their tempter approach the 
leader, inducing him to drop the amendment bill in favor of chiropractic, 
naturopathy, etc., under the promise that all those who had so far been in the 
association of the selected would get a license. That bait worked like a charm. 
But who could describe the sore faces of the fellows when the medical board to 
whom they applied for their licenses could not recollect anything about that 
promised license. The “leader” was finally arrested for practicing medicine 
without a license, of course. He had already issued licenses and kept on offering 
them at so much a piece. A naturopathic doctor in San Francisco showed me his 
license for which he was to pay $250.00 on the installment plan. When | informed 
him that it was a bogus license not worth the stamps it took to forward it from Los 
Angeles, he nearly dislocated his lower jaw. One of the PSC students one day 
called on achiropractor and was then informed that the doctor was the lucky(?) 
possessor of a license which had cost him considerable though. Since then, 
other stories about they license have been told. The rest is silent. Did you ever 
get left? The sad story of these foolish chiropractors of California who got so 
badly fooled by their leaders is too foolish to be sad. Never mind boys, next time 
you will know better. Experience is the only good teacher whose lessons will last. 
Broad mindedness is far nobler and better paying after all. It is mean to be 
narrow minded and far from being humane and Christian. Selfishness is the 
poorest policy, take the lesson and be wise. Remember that it is not money alone 
that does the work, it takes brains too.
